thy. Informed sources said both Hor- 
thy and the cabinet welcomed the re- 
ported alliance. 


Watch Kept on Berlin 


Observers closely watched Berlin, 


where Adolf Hitler was said to be con- 
sulting his advisers on how to recon- 
cile Russian friendship and Nazi ties 
with Hungary and Italy. Should Hit- 
ler decide to sign a definite military 
alliance with Russia, competent circl- 
es in Budapest said he probably could 
not avoid an open break with Hungary 
and Italy. 


The newspaper Magyar Nemzet de- 
clared: 


"Before the German-Soviet 
game 


becomes definite Rome wishes to as- 
sure herself of certain positions. For 
that she has the support of Hungary. 


"In case of a German-Soviet mili- 


tary alliance, Italy and Hungary would 
face a completely new situation which 
might force them in their own inter- 
ests to take a definite position." 


Would Aid Roumania 


Authoritative sources said the Italian 


and Hungarian foreign ministers had 
agreed to offer to help Roumania a- 
gainst a possible Russian invasion in 
return for a settlement of Hungary's 
demands on Roumania's Transylvania 
—which was Hungarian before the 
World Wav. Ciano was said to have 
urged Hungary not to seek a settle- 
ment of this issue by force. 


These sources said King Carol of 


Roumania would be pressed for a de- 
finite reply to this offer.
